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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendment filed 2-27-03 is acknowledged and has been entered. 

In view of said amendment the 112 first and second paragraph rejections have been 
withdrawn. 

However, a new ground of rejection has been applied. 

New Ground of Rejection 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 



Claims 51-58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

Claims 51-58 are not supported by the specification or by the claims as originally filed. 
There is no support in the specification or claims as originally filed for the recitation of an 
antibody "wherein said antibody exhibits less than 10% cross reactivity with any epitope 
presented by IL-B30 alone or p40 alone". There is no written description of the claimed 
invention in the specification or claims as originally filed. Thus the claimed invention constitutes 
new matter. 

Applicant points to support for said phrase to page 16, lines 15-23 of the specification. 
The examiner notes that lines 20-23 of said page 16 discloses that antisera with less than 10% 
crossreactivity with each of the proteins listed above are selected in pooled, and that lines 4-7 of 
said page disclose that polyclonal antisera with a titer of 10 4 or greater are selected and tested for 
their crossreactivity against other closely related family members, e.g. LIF, CT-1, CNTF, or 
other members of the IL-6 family, using a competitive binding immunoassay such as the one 
described in Harlow and Lane. The examiner also notes that the recitation of the instant claims 
of an antibody "wherein said antibody exhibits less than 10% cross reactivity with any epitope 
presented by IL-B30 alone or p40 alone" is not supported by said page 16 because said page 
does not disclose an antibody that exhibits less than 10% cross reactivity with any epitope 
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presented by IL-B30 alone or p40 alone. Applicant is invited to point out support for said recited 
phrase.
